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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the various particles instantly claimed (see, e.g., claim 7). The species are 
independent or distinct because they represent different biological phenomena requiring 
different biochemical means of isolation and/or detection.
